German Government Sends Disclaim- 


er That Canadian Vessel Was Tor- 


pedoed by a Submarine.

Washington, 
Sept. 15.—State de- 


partment, officials, commenting today 
on the disclaimed of the Berlin gov- 
ernment that the Canadian liner Hes- 
perian was torpedoed, said that insuf- 
ficient evidence hac; been received up- 
on which to base representations JO 
Germany at this time. From the facts 
at hand, it was said, no opinion could 
be formed, as to whether the Hesperi- 
an was torpedoed or struck by a mine. 


Berlin Sends Denial. 


Berlin, via .London, Sept. IS.—The 
German government, in a note from 
the

Ambassador 


Gerard, has made a qualified disclaim- 
er of responsibility for the sinking of 
the 
steamship 
Hesperian. 
On 
the 


face ot the evidence thus far at hand, 
the government is satisfied that the 
Hesperian was not sunk by a German 
submarine. 
The communication is a 
prelim- 


inary note, which may 
he 
supple- 
mented when all the facts in connec- 
tion with the Hesperian incident are 
established 
definitely. 
The German 


government states that, on the basis 
of, the information thus far obtained, 
the theory thai the -Hesperian was 
sunk by a German submarine appar- 
ently may be abandoned absolutely. 
It is said that official records show 


no submarine should have been in the 
vicinity of the Hesperian at the time 
she was blown up. Furthermore, the 
point is made that the violence of the 
explosion and the place in which, the 
steamship was struck, as set forth in 
the accounts of the disaster, indicate 
that it was due to a mine. 
The report does not profess to be 


final, but is based on evidence so con- 
vincing to 
the government that it 


feels safe in asserting the Hesperian 
could not possibly have been attacked 
by a German submarine. 


Berlin Paper Optimistic. 


Berlin, via London, Sept. 15.—In the 
German note sent in explanation of 
the Hesperian cause, 
the

says the way is made clear for "Presi- 
dent Wilson's ultimate position re-

The newspaper declared that the

"The president's cool self-contain- 
ment is now justified. The British tis- 
sue of lies is ..al_las.t—tnr-n...to pices and 
if anything remains of the entire ques- 
tion of responsibility for the misfor- 
tune, it probably will rest immediate- 
ly, as we suspected, on one of Brit- 
ain's excellent anchored mines."

plosion occurred at about S:45 p. m., 
when it. was dark.

when an explosion has been shown 
to have been due to a mine, several 
so-called eye witnesses pretended to 
have seen the periscope of a subma- 
rine."

New York, Sept. 15.—The American 
steamer Portland arrived hers today 
from Swedish and British ports after 
having been held up by eight war ves- 
sels on her eastward and westward 
trips. 
The freighter sailed from San 
Francisco several months ago with a 
cargo of barley, etc., consigned 
to 


Stockholm and carrying a British con- 
sular certicate providing against in- 
terference. 


On June 14 the Portland was held 


up by a British cruiser, taken to Kirk- 
wall, and four days later discharged a 
part of her cargo at Blyth. She then 
started for Stockholm but was held

The lack of decisive campaigns, the 


continuance of the deadlock on the 
western front, 
indicates more and 


more that the much talked of. balance 
of power in Europe really lies in the 
hands of the Balkan states. 
It ap- 
pears now that without their help the 
allies possibly cannot win, but with 
the help of a united Balkans the Teu- 
tonic forces might be defeated. 
Probably one of the greatest games 


of diplomacy ever played now is going 
on .in the capitals of these little stales. 
The diplomats of the great powers 
are making their bids for help and 
trying to satisfy the demands of these 
small countries for additional terri- 
tory.
